Update on Town Day:

Tenants for a Livable Arlington: 

Laura Kiesel and Kevin residents at the Capital Square Apartments told the Commission about 
many code violations and ADA noncompliance issues at the Capital Square Apartments. Cynthia 
DeAngelis suggested having Erin Zwirka, Assistant Planning Director; attend a commission 
meeting with Laura Kiesel and Kevin to discuss concerns at the Capital Square Apartments. Paul 
Raia said that the State could remove the Capital Square's Apartment 403C status if conditions 
that were expressed are not corrected. Jack Jones said that $178,000 has been approved by the 
Town to be placed in an affordable housing trust fund in part to make necessary repairs by the 
Housing Corporation of Arlington.

Cynthia DeAngelis said that a project list needs to be developed and maintained. Liza Molina 
talked about her concerns with the Ride Program. Cynthia said a discussion about the Ride 
Program should be placed on any project list.
